To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  Depart- 
ment of  Veterans'  Services,  Veterans'  Service  Center  for 
the  year  1947. 

Our  records  show  that  87  veterans  have  received 
their  discharges  from  the  Armed  Forces  during  the  year. 
This  brings  the  total  number  of  dischargees  to  1380  at 
the  present  time,  leaving  about  270  more  who  are  still 
in  the  Service. 

During  1947  there  were  four  deaths  among  the  vet- 
erans of  this  town.

The  Board  organized  with  Peter  F.  Warakomski  as 
Chairman  and  Herbert  W.  Bishop  as  Clerk. 

During  the  year  the  Board  made  the  following  ap- 
pointments: Hon.  Ernest  E.  Hobson,  Town  Counsel; 
Francis  J.  Lynch,  Bookkeeper;  Henry  Ruckley,  Supt.  of 
Streets;  Robert  L.  McDonald,  Clerk  of  Highways;  Stan- 
ley J.  Strzemienski,  Moth  Supt.,  Walter  Connor,  Burial 
Agent;  Charles  0.  Murphy,  Auctioneer,  Howard  Banks, 
Janitor  of  lockup;  Town  Engineers,  Victor  French  and 
George  L.  Rogers;  Albert  A.  Boissey,  Sealer  of  Weights 
and  Measures;  Joseph  Marchelewicz,  Inspector  of  Ani- 
mals; Walter  Connor,  Director  of  Veterans  Service 
Center. 

During  the  year  Judge  Ernest  E.  Hobson  resigned 
as  Town  Counsel  and  was  replaced  by  James  W.  Duffy.

We  purchased  626  books  at  a  cost  of  $1,083.41  and 
magazines,  $95.40.  After  necessary  discard  of  books 
worn  out  in  circulation,  we  have  for  the  use  of  our  citi- 
zens 16,263  books  in  the  foregoing  classes.  Our  records 
show  that  2,967  of  our  citizens  are  using  our  services. 
We  believe  that  the  needs  for  information,  self-education 
and  recreation  are  cared  for  both  for  the  adult  and  the 
young  so  far  as  our  finances  permit. 

We  have  endeavored  to  assist  the  schools  by  the  pur- 
chase of  books  of  reference  needed  by  the  pupils  in  the;

course  of  their  studies  and  recommended  by  the  teachers. 

The  gift  of  the  library  of  Orrin  P.  Allen  was  re- 
ceived and  as  soon  as  classified  will  be  placed  on  theis 
shelves  in  our  Library. 

We  received  an  additional  gift  of  $2,500.00  from 
Andrew  B.  Rathbone,  one  of  our  Trustees,  to  be  added  to 
the  Trust  Fund,  known  as  the  Andrew  B.  Rathbone  Trust, 
the  income  only  to  be  used  for  Library  purposes.  All 
funds  of  this  nature  are  held  and  administered  by  the 
Trustees  of  the  Library  in  accord  with  the  laws  of  this 
Commonwealth  for  their  preservation.  In  making  this 
gift  Mr.  Rathbone  expressed  the  hope  that  it  would  help  to 
interest  people  in  the  Association  and  in  reading  more 
about  what  this  country  means  to  them  and  the  fruits  of 
individual  initiative  which  we  all  enjoy.  We  sincerely 
hope  that  others  of  our  citizens  will  establish  Trust  Funds 
of  this  nature  which  will  prove  of  incalculable  benefit  to 
all  who  make  their  homes  in  our  town,  now  and  in  the 
future,  and  perpetuate  their  own  names  among  those 
who  are  sincerely  interested  in  its  well  being  and  growth. 

While  our  expenses  for  fuel  and  books  and  other 
needs  have  increased,  we  are  requesting  an  appropria- 
tion of  $4,000.00,  the  same  amount  we  received  in  1947, 
with  the  hope  that  we  may  render  a  service  that  will  be 
as  satisfactory  as  possible  under  the  growing  expenses 
which  our  citizens  personally  and  as  a  town  are  called 
upon  to  undergo.

1947  was  marked  by  the  slow  advance  of  the  Dutch 
Elm  disease  throughout  Western  Massachusetts  particu- 
larly the  Boston  area.  Eight  trees  were  known  to  have 
this  disease  in  Palmer  all  of  which  were  taken  down  and 
destroyed.  Twenty  other  trees  were  taken  down  because 
of  dangerous  conditions,  new  building  projects  or  having 
died  Irom  various  causes.  This  included  the  four  villages, 
most  of  them  being  on  back  or  out  in  the  country  roads. 
The  young  trees  which  were  planted  several  years  ago 
on  Park  and  North  Main  Streets  in  Palmer,  and  the  com- 
mons in  the  villages  were  pruned  and  shaped.  The  trees  in 
the  four  villages  were  sprayed  in  cooperation  with  the 
Moth  Department.  A  number  of  new  trees  should  be 
planted  to  replace  ones  taken  down  the  past  few  years 
but  the  department  has  refrained  from  buying  them  be- 
cause of  the  excessive  high  cost.  The  severe  lightning 
storm  in  July  did  considerable  damage  due  to  broken 
limbs  and  split  trees.  The  bad  wind  storm  of  early  Sept. 
also  did  a  great  amount  of  damage. 


A  Thought  For  The  Year 


It  seems  to  me  a  good  and  deserving  plan,  to  remem- 
ber each  veteran  who  gave  his  life  in  this  last  war  by 
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planting  a  tree  for  each  one  on  the  common  in  the  village 
where  he  lived,  placing  a  placque  on  each  tree  in  memory 
of  that  veteran.  This  I  will  endeavor  to  do.

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Report  of 
Park  Commissioners 


To  the  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  Palmer: 

The  Park  Commissioners  herewith  present  their  re- 
port for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1947 : 

The  use  of  the  Town's  parks  by  the  townspeople  has 
continued  to  increase  during  the  past  year.  At  Legion 
Field  the  baseball,  softball  and  football  games  drew  a 
larger  attendance  than  ever  before,  as  well  as  providing 
a  considerably  greater  number  of  games.  Several  color- 
ful events  were  also  staged  and  contributed  greatly  to 
the  enjoyment  of  the  field  by  the  people  of  the  town. 

A  new  power  mower  purchased  last  spring  has  aided 
greatly  in  the  maintenance  of  the  field  and  has  made  a 
substantial  saving  in  work  hours,  substantially  reducing 
our  costs  for  additional  labor.  The  bleachers  have  been 
sanded  and  repainted  and  the  field  and  its  equipment  have 
been  maintained  in  excellent  condition.  A  considerable 
amount  of  work  will  be  necessary  to  resurface  the  foot- 
ball field,  which  suffered  considerably  because  of  the  dry 
weather  last  fall  and  the  unusually  heavy  foot- 
ball schedule. 

Eager  Playground  has  been  maintained  in  excellent 
condition  and  has  been  in  constant  use.  The  children's 
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merry-go-round  installed  last  spring  has  proved  a  popu- 
lar addition  to  the  playground  equipment  and  the  com- 
missioners plan  to  add  to  the  facilities  at  the  playground, 
as  well  as  maintaining  the  present  equipment  in  safe  and 
sound  condition. 

One  of  the  tennis  courts,  resurfaced  last  spring  with 
a  special  type  of  clay,  proved  so  successful  that  clay  for 
two  additional  courts  was  secured  last  fall  and  the  work 
of  resurfacing  has  been  commenced.  We  expect  also  to 
secure  the  material  for  resurfacing  the  three  other  courts 
during  the  coming  year.  All  six  courts  have  been  in  use 
throughout  the  season. 

The  skating  rink  was  again  flooded  and  frozen  in 
time  for  the  Christmas  holidays  and,  as  in  former  years, 
has  proved  very  popular,  providing  a  safe  skating  sur- 
face which  is  being  used  by  children  and  adults  from  all 
parts  of  the  town.  The  rink  has  also  been  occasionally 
used  for  hockey  games  whenever  it  could  be  done  upon 
sufficient  notice  to  avoid  inconvenience  or  injury  to  the 
public,  particularly  having  in  mind  the  safety  of  the  child- 
ren of  town.  The  commissioners  again  express  their 
thanks  to  Merrill  L.  Simonds  Post,  American  Legion,  for 
the  use  of  the  flood  lights  at  the  rink. 

Attendance  at  Burleigh  Park  practically  doubled  this 
year,  due  largely  to  the  completion  of  the  swimming  pool 
and  the  improvement  of  the  park  facilities.  As  many  as 
20O  children  at  the  pool  per  day  was  not  unusual  last  sum- 
mer and  the  use  of  the  park  for  picnic  parties,  outdoor 
lunches  and  restful  recreation  far  exceeded  any  previous 
year.  After  the  close  of  the  season  the  pool  was  excava- 
ted to  nearly  twice  its  former  size  and  a  quantity  of  beach 
sand  has  been  secured  in  anticipation  of  a  new  and  larger 
bathing  beach  next  year.  With  the  cooperation  of  the 
TowTi  highway  department,  the  park  entrance  has  been 
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enlarged  and  graded  up  to  the  level  of  North  Main  Street, 
eliminating  a  dangerous  traffic  hazard.  The  entrance  will 
be  surfaced  and  top-dressed  early  in  1948.  The  bath 
houses  have  also  been  moved  to  a  permanent  location  and 
the  commissioners  plan  to  install  toilet  facilities,  as 
well  as  a  supply  of  drinking  water  for  the  convenience 
of  the  increasing  number  of  townspeople  who  make  use 
of  Burleigh  Park. 

The  need  for  toilet  facilities  at  Legion  Field  and 
Eager  Playground  has  been  increasingly  apparent,  and 
foundations  were  laid  last  fall  for  a  small  building  which, 
when  completed  next  Spring,  will  not  only  provide  toilets 
for  both  sexes,  but  will  also  provide  long  needed  storage 
space  for  the  park  equipment  throughout  the  winter 
months. 

The  commissioners  again  express  their  appreciation 
of  the  abie  and  excellent  service  of  our  general  caretaker, 
Carmine  Pusso,  and  thank  the  townspeople  for  their  co- 
operation ai  all  three  of  the  Town's  parks.

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Report  of  Forest  Fire  Warden 


December  31,  1947 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  of  Palmer,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen : 

I  submit  my  report  as  Forest  Warden  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1947,  the  report  covering  the  worst 
fires  threatening  the  Town  of  Palmer  in  its  history. 

Altogether  we  have  had  this  past  year  25  grass, 
brush  and/or  forest  fires  which  up  until  the  driest  sea- 
son recorded  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts  in  all  its  his- 
tory, we  were  able  to  bring  under  control  with  no  serious 
danger  to  the  Town. 

In  October  your  Forest  Warden  was  appointed  to 
serve  on  the  Committee  of  the  Governor  on  Fire  Preven- 
tion and  Fire  Protection  particularly  on  forest  fires  and 
fire  Protection  of  Rural  Areas.  Two  meetings  were  held 
by  the  Committee  in  Boston  and  one  in  Worcester.  These 
meetings  were  all-day  sessions  and  certain  definite  re- 
commendations were  made  by  the  Committee  to  the  Gen- 
eral Meeting  which  was  held  at  the  time  the  Town  of 
Palmer  was  threatened  by  two  of  the  most  serious  forest 
fires  in  the  Commonwealth.  Needless  to  say  your  Ward- 
en was  not  able  to  attend  the  final  meeting  of  this  com- 
mittee but  our  report  was  read  and  accepted  in  full. 
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During  October  we  in  Palmer  experienced  the  ter- 
rifying and  heartless  task  of  trying  to  combat  two  major 
fires  occuring  in  the  Town  at  the  same  time  and  separated 
by  a  distance  of  approximately  10  miles.  Perhaps  the 
most  difficult  task  of  all  was  trying  to  maintain  a  con- 
stant supply  of  water  to  combat  our  first  fire.  Every 
drop  of  water  used  on  the  first  fire  was  brought  in  by 
tank  trucks  which  we  were  fortunate  enough  to  obtain 
from  two  of  our  major  oil  companies  and  one  from  an 
independent  dealer.  At  this  first  fire  electric  light  and 
power  transmission  lines  were  threatened  as  well  as  a 
trunk  line  telephone  cable.  Had  the  light  and  power  lines 
been  destroyed  five  or  six  surrounding  towns  as  well  as 
Palmer  w^ould  have  been  without  light  and  power  for  per- 
haps two  weeks  until  repairs  could  be  made.  This  fire 
was  a  real  threat  to  the  welfare  of  every  citizen  and  busi- 
ness in  this  area.  Thanks  to  the  fine  cooperation  of  the 
surrounding  towns  and  the  State  Forest  Warden  and 
others  this  fire  was  finally  brought  under  control  some 
days  after  its  start. 

Before  the  first  fire  was  hardly  a  day  old  another 
and  just  as  dangerous  fire  occurred  near  the  village  of 
Palmer  and  threatened  all  property  from  the  Swift  Plant 
south  to  the  McNitt  property  near  the  Electric  light  plant. 
As  this  fire  occurred  our  own  men  were  exhausted  from 
the  back-breaking  work  they  had  had  at  the  first  fire  and 
it  was  necessary  to  call  for  all  possible  assistance  to  hold 
this  second  fire  from  destroying  real  property.  Over  2,000 
men  were  used  in  combating  these  fires  and  fire  equip- 
ment from  most  of  our  surrounding  towns  including  the 
City  of  Springfield.  The  splendid  cooperation  of  these 
towns  with  their  men  and  apparatus  is  worthy  of  note  by 
our  citizens.  Also  used  in  combating  these  fires  were  the 
National  Guard  Units,  Naval  Reserve  and  Marine  Reserve. 

Needless  to  say  equipment  losses  were  heavy  but  no 
serious  accidents  occurred  and  not  one  piece  of  property 
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such  as  homes  or  factories  was  destroyed.  The  struggle 
was  beyond  conception  and  one  of  the  hardest  tasks  your 
warden  has  ever  been  confronted  with. 

This  past  year  we  were  granted  by  the  Federal  Com- 
munications Commission  a  permit  for  our  Mobile  two-way 
radio.  This  radio  provided  our  only  communication  with 
headquarters  for  any  assistance  of  men  and  equipment 
we  needed  during  these  fires  during  the  day-time  only, 
as  our  Fire  Lookout  Towers  were  not  and  are  not  manned 
at  night  time.  During  the  daytime  we  were  able  to  main- 
tain contact  but  much  time  was  lost  in  directing  both 
manpower  and  equipment  at  night  because  of  lack  of 
communication  with  headquarters. 

The  cost  of  controlling  these  fires  was  a  sizable  sum 
but  due  to  the  public  spirit  of  many  of  our  citizens  and 
businesses  some  thousands  of  dollars  in  services  were  ren- 
dered to  the  Town  and  this  department  gratis. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

Heretofore  we  have  relied  in  the  main  on  being  able 
to  reach  some  natural  source  of  water  for  application  in 
controlling  forest  fires.  Sometimes  this  has  been  feasible 
but  for  the  most  part  fires  seem  to  occur  at  places  re- 
mote from  possible  sources  of  water.  To  operate  effec- 
tively and  control  forest  fires  it  is  necessary  that  an  ade- 
quate supply  of  water  be  available  to  combat  such  fires 
at  their  start.  While  300  gallons  of  water  is  carried  on 
our  forest  fire  truck  this  is  not  a  sufficient  supply  as  we 
have  learned  from  experience.  To  effectively  control 
fires  at  the  start  I  recommend  that  the  Town  purchase 
a  1,000  gallon  tank  truck  equipped  with  booster  pump 
and  so  fitted  that  portable  pumps  can  take  suction  from 
it,  and  also  carry  more  forest  fire  hose  and  hand  tanks,  at 
a  cost  of  approximat.ely  $5,250.00. 
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To  maintain  communications  with  our  headquarters 
while  out  at  one  Forest  Fire  and  to  aid  us  in  dispatching 
equipment  and  men  at  all  fires  I  recommend  the  installa- 
tion of  another  two-way  radio  at  our  fire  headquarters, 
at  a  cost  of  $750.00.  This  estimate  includes  the  installa- 
tion of  the  radio,  cables,  etc.,  but  not  the  radio  mast  which 
we  feel  we  can  erect  ourselves  and  save  the  Town  some 
$300.00. 

Forest  Fires  today  are  one  of  the  most  serious 
threats  to  our  Town.  With  no  permanent  force  of  men 
to  combat  these  fires  the  situation  becomes  desperate. 
I  believe  that  it  is  possible  to  build  up  a  force  of  fire 
fighters  trained  in  this  work  that  would  more  than  pay 
for  the  cost  of  training  if  sufficient  funds  are  provided 
for  that  purpose.

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REPORT  OF 
TOWN  PLANNING  BOARD 


Immediately  following  the  Town  Election  and  An- 
nual Town  Meeting  the  members  of  the  Planning  Board 
held  their  organizational  meeting,  reelecting  Timothy 
Crimmins  as  Chairman  and  Steven  Scudder  as  Secretary. 
Pursuant  to  the  appropriation  and  preparation  of  a  base 
map  for  a  comprehensive  Zoning  by-law  a  contract  form 
was  obtained  from  Maynard  0.  Saunders,  Planning  En- 
gineer of  the  City  of  Springfield,  which  was  submitted 
and  approved  by  the  Town  Counsel  and  then  signed  by 
the  Planning  Board  and  by  Mr.  Saunders. 

The  Planning  Board  held  nine  regular  meetings 
throughout  the  year,  with  Mr.  Saunders  meeting  with 
the  Board  at  the  last  five  of  these  meetings  to  report  on 
his  progress  on  the  proposed  Zoning  by-laws  and  maps. 

The  Planning  Board  regrets  that  due  to  Mr.  Saund- 
er's  serious  illness  which  delayed  completion  of  his  work 
it  is  not  possible  to  present  the  tentative  Zoning  Map  and 
by-law^  as  an  article  on  the  Warrant  for  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting.  However,  Mr.  Saunder's  work  has  now  been 
completed  as  this  report  goes  to  press,  and  it  is  the  in- 
tention of  the  Planning  Board  to  lay  plans  for  the  an- 
nouncement of  formal  and  informal  public  hearings  at 
its  organizational  meeting  immediately  after  the  1948 
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Town  Election  and  Meeting  so  that  the  proposed  Zoning 
by-law  and  base  map  may  form  part  of  a  Warrant  for 
a  special  Town  Meeting  to  be  held  as  early  in  1948  as 
possible.

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Report  of 
Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Palmer: 

I  herewith  present  my  thirty-seventh  report  as  Su- 
perintendent of  Schools  in  Palmer.  This  is  the  fifty-fifth 
in  the  series  of  reports  issued  by  the  superintendents  of 
the  Town. 

THE  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS 

The  public  schools  of  our  country  have  always  had 
the  real  support  of  the  public,  in  general.  At  times,  and 
in  places,  the  public  sometimes  have  failed  to  furnish 
enough  money  to  properly  man  and  operate  the  schools. 
The  public  often  criticize  the  schools.  They  fail  to  appre- 
ciate them  because  they  have  had  education  so  long  at 
no  expense  to  themselves  personally,  other  than  what 
they  pay  in  taxes,  that  they  have  lost  all  sense  of  appreci- 
ation. They  fail  to  realize  that,  if  they  were  sending  their 
children  to  a  private  school,  while  living  at  home,  that 
the  average  private  school  would  charge,  at  least,  $250 
tuition  per  year. 

When  one  pays  $250  in  taxes,  he  is  not  only  getting 
the  education  of  his  chidren,  but  also,  police  service,  fire 
service,  roads,  walks,  sewers,  street  lights,  plus  many  oth- 
er things.  Actually,  he  gets  more  from  a  tax  dollar  than 
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from  any  other  dollar  he  spends.  Whenever  he  is  not  too 
tax-conscious,  he  really,  deep  in  his  heart,  knows  what 
the  public  schools  do  for  his  children  and  his  neighbors' 
children. 

As  I  have  often  said,  America  without  the  public 
schools  would  not  be  America.  The  difference  between 
America  and  every  other  country  in  the  world  is  quite 
largely  due  to  the  democratic  form  of  education.  As  Dan- 
iel Webster  once  said  about  Massachusetts,  paraphras- 
ticly  speaking — 'They  need  no  defense". 

ATTENDANCE 

The  attendance  statistics  for  the  school  year  1946- 
1947  were  as  follows : — Enrollment,  1,366 ;  Average  Mem- 
bership, 1,257.195;  Average  Attendance,  1,197.137;  Per 
Cent  of  Attendance,  95.22 ;  Tardinesses,  165. 

Our  percentage  of  attendance,  95.22,  is  about  the 
average  maintained  over  a  thirty-six  year  period.  Ninety- 
five  percent  is  regarded  as  an  ideal  percentage  of  attend- 
ance. 

Attendance  statistics  are  much  more  indicative  than 
the  layman  appreciates  of  the  healthy  condition  of  a 
school  system. 

GRADES 

The  same  quality  of  work  as  has  been  done  for  years 
is  still  maintained.  Whereas  there  are  many  weaknesses, 
as  there  always  are  and  will  be  where  human  instrumen- 
tality comes  into  play,  the  work  as  a  whole  will  stand 
comparison  with  that  done  in  other  school  systems.  In 
the  fundamentals,  our  work  is  good.  We  have  not  as  many 
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of  the  frills  as  have  some  systems.  We  have  always  been 
honest  with  the  public  and  have  never  pretended  to  do 
things  which  we  are  not  doing.  We  have  never  gone  out 
of  our  way  to  advertise ;  we  have  always  felt  it  better  for 
people  to  discover  themselves  what  we  are  doing.  We  wel- 
come, at  any  and  all  times,  an  appraisal  by  any  individual 
or  any  group  of  individuals.  None  will  admit  our  weak- 
nesses more  quickly  than  we  ourselves. 

We  have  many  different  individualistic  methods  of 
doing  our  work  in  reading,  arithmetic,  English,  spelling, 
etc.  They  may  not  be  the  best  methods  but  they  do  ac- 
complish a  reasonably  good  degree  of  work. 

HIGH  SCHOOL 

Last  year,  we  went  into  some  detail  relative  to  the 
High  School  and  its  functions.  We  do  not  intend  to  re- 
peat. 

100th  Anniversary.  I  do  want  to  remind  you,  neverthe- 
less, that  in  three  years — 1951 — the 
100th  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  school  should 
be  observed.  If  plans  which  we  now  have  in  a  somewhat 
embryonic  stage  materialize,  we  shall  try  to  make  the  ob- 
servance fitting  and  worthwhile. 

Addition.  The  town  approved  the  acceptance  of  $9,200 
from  the  Federal  Government  for  the  draw- 
ing-up  of  plans  for  an  addition  to  the  High  School.  The 
money  has  been  received  and  turned  over  to  the  Town 
Treasurer  and  a  part  of  it  has  been  paid  to  the  architect. 
The  plans  are  progressing  very  well.  They  have  been 
studied  carefully  by  the  Superintendent  and  additional 
suggestions  have  been  made.  When  finished,  and  if  ever 
carried  out,  a  very  substantial,  desirable  addition  will  be 
made  to  the  High  School  which  will  make  possible  the 
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elimination  of  the  use  of  the  Old  High  School  and  will 
give  a  better  auditorium,  a  better  gymnasium,  a  sound- 
proof room  for  music,  and  many  desirable  and  necessary 
features.  We  do  not  expect  this  addition  will  be  under- 
taken at  once.  We  feel  that  eventually  there  may  be  sub- 
sidization from  the  Federal  Government  for  public  build- 
ings; if  so.  Palmer  should  grasp  the  opportunity  because 
we  will  be  in  a  position  to  "jump  on  the  bandwagon''. 

Accounts.  You  will  find  a  statement  of  the  Palmer  High 
School  Accounts  for  the  school  year  1946-1947. 
Briefly,  they  show : — Balance  on  hand,  September  1,  1946, 
$2,915.70;  Receipts  for  the  year,  $14,245.34;  Total  Re- 
ceipts, $17,161.04;  Expenditures,  $14,340.78;  Balance  on 
hand  at  the  end  of  June,  1947,  $2,820.26.  This  statement 
appears  on  next  page. 
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Lunchroom.  The  Federal  Government  is  still  giving  a 
subsidy  on  certain  types  of  menus  served 
in  our  High  School  Lunchroom.  We  receive  2^  on  half- 
pints  of  white  milk;  5^i'  on  hot  dishes  without  milk;  and 
7<j:  on  hot  dishes  with  milk.  The  subsidy  on  the  hot  dishes, 
with  or  without  milk,  has  been  cut  2^.  This  is  because 
Congress  did  not  appropriate  a  sufficient  amount  of 
money  to  maintain  the  former  rate  of  subsidy.  Also,  be- 
cause of  the  lack  of  sufficient  appropriation,  there  is  no 
furnishing  free  of  refrigerators,  dishwashers,  and  equip- 
ment in  general. 

Personally,  I  feel  Congress  is  in  error.  I  believe  in 
financial  support  of  Europe  on  the  basis  of  the  Marshall 
or  a  similar  plan;  I  feel  it  is  simply  an  insurance  premi- 
um against  future  wars,  which  will  be  a  lot  more  costly. 
My  quarrel  is  this — if  we  can  subsidize  European  and 
Asiatic  countries  to  the  extent  of,  say,  seventeen  billion 
dollars  over  a  period  of  years,  I  feel  we  should  make  it 
'  possible  for  the  boys  and  girls  of  our  schools  who,  as  fu- 
ture tax-payers,  will  have  to  bear  this  burden  to  receive 
a  nutritious  meal  at  a  very  reasonable  cost.  This  is  a 
fact  which  I  think  no  one  can  dispute. 

In  spite  of  the  increasing  prices  of  food,  we  have  not, 
with  one  exception,  raised  our  prices.  We  went  through 
last  year  without  doing  this.  We  trust  we  may  be  able 
to  go  through  this  year.  It  may  be  that  we  cannot.  We 
do  not  want  to  lower  our  balance  too  much  for  fear  of  a 
"rainy  day"  in  the  future.  Our  prices  are  the  lowest  in 
the  state. 

We  have  also  received,  as  a  gift  from  Federal  Com- 
modities, during  the  school  year  of  September,  1946,  to 
July  1,  1947,  the  following: — 12  cases  of  beets,  8  cases 
of  carrots,  10  cases  of  crushed  pineapple,  4  cases  of  to- 
mato flakes,  2  cases  of  peach  jam,  4  cases  of  peach  hal- 
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ves,  2  cases  of  powdered  milk,  6  cases  of  tomato  juice, 
3,600  lbs.  of  potatoes,  500  lbs.  of  onions,  500  lbs.  of  cab- 
bage, and  120  lbs.  of  cheese.  The  total  value,  roughly,  is 
$511.72.  This  has  helped  us  greatly  in  keeping  prices 
down.  There  seems  to  be  a  tendency  now  to  lessen  these 
commodities.  A  lessening  of  subsidy  and  a  lessening  of 
the  commodities  may  force  us  to  raise  prices. 

We  had  hoped  to  get  a  dishwasher,  and  would  have, 
had  not  the  Federal  Government  cut  out  all  money  for 
equipment.

Our  three  main  athletic  functions  are  baseball,  foot- 
ball, and  basketball.  As  a  whole,  the  teams  have  had  a 
very  successful  year.  They  have  caught  the  fancy  of  the 
public  and,  v/ith  the  possible  exception  of  baseball,  the 
games  are  v/ell  attended.  I  sometimes  wish  that,  when 
the  schools  are  looking  lor  an  adequate  appropriation  to 
make  it  possible  for  them  to  function  as  they  should,  we 
could  have  the  same  loyal  support  that  the  football  team 
has  when  it  plays  Ware.  Almost  everyone  in  town  is  a 
royal  rooter.  It  is  a  happy  condition.  I  would  be  the  last 
one  to  gainsay  it.  I  say  this  kindly,  but  meaningfully. 

Band.  The  addition  of  the  band  at  the  football  games  is 
an  added  attraction.  The  band  has  performed 
well  with  the  new  uniforms,  majorettes,  baton  twirlers, 
and  pennant  carriers.  The  band  makes  a  very  fine  im- 
pression. 

Much  credit  is  due  to  the  members  and  their  leader, 
Mr.  Turner. 

The  band  has  appeared,  upon  many  occasions,  at  out- 
side functions.  They  have  always  made  a  good  impres- 
sion. At  West  Springfield  last  spring,  they  won  first  prize 
for  drilling. 

A  good  band  is  a  great  morale  builder,  not  only  for 
the  pupils  but  for  the  public  at  large.  Our  great  difficul- 
ty is  that  each  year  as  Seniors  graduate,  we  often  loose 
our  mainstays.  It  is  a  constant  process  of  rebuilding. 
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All  of  these  extra  curricula  activities — athletics, 
band,  dramatics,  etc. — add  to  the  all-round  development 
of  the  pupil.

Memorial  Plaque.    Last  year,  we  included  in  this  report 

the  names  of  the  graduates  and  non- 
graduates  who  made  the  supreme  sacrifice  in  World  War 
II,  totaling  25.  We  also  included  the  names  of  graduates 
and  non-graduates,  totaling  964,  who  had  participated  in 
World  War  II. 


At  the  last  Alumni  dinner  in  June,  1946,  a  committee 
was  appointed  to  secure  a  plaque  bearing  the  names  of 
the  graduates  and  non-graduates  who  had  made  the  su- 
preme sacrifice,  the  same  to  be  installed  in  the  High 
School  Auditorium,  or  corridor. 
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We  are  very  anxious  that  this  shall  be  done  and 
hope  that  the  committee  will  get  busy  at  once.  This  is  a 
suggestion — not  a  command. 

PARENT-TEACHER  ASSOCIATIONS 

Last  June,  Parent-Teacher  Associations  were  formed 
for  the  following  schools: — Park  Street,  Quabaug,  Three 
Rivers,  and  Thorndike.  These  Associations  have  been 
very  helpful.  They  are  taking  the  right  attitude — that 
of  helpfulness  and,  if  necessary,  wholesome  criticism. 

The  Park  Street  School  Parent-Teacher  Association 
has  started  to  secure  necessary  and  long-neglected  im- 
provements in  lighting  and  re-decorating  in  that  school. 
This  is  a  very  worthy  project.  It  entails  a  fair-size  ex- 
penditure— no  more  than  is  to  be  expected  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  this  building  is  forty-six  years  old  and  has 
not  been  re-decorated,  if  I  err  not,  in  near  thirty-seven 
years,  with  one  exception — in  1934  under  the  C.W.A.,  a 
forerunner  of  the  W.P.A.,  at  which  time  we  got  from 
the  Federal  Government  about  $.82  out  of  everj^  dollar 
expended. 

The  building  is  situated  fairly  near  the  Boston  and 
Albany  tracks  so  that  it  gets  the  benefit  of  smoke  and 
cinders.  It  is  a  well-constructed  building  and  needs  re- 
decoration  badly.  We  have  constantly  repeated  the  fact 
that,  with  a  half-a-million  dollars  in  school  property,  and 
with  only  $1,500  to  $2,000  for  repairs,  very  little  can  be 
done  to  school  buildings.  They  have  all  reached  a  condi- 
tion where  they  must  all  be  put  into  shape.  You  have 
an  accummulation  of  failure  to  provide  over  a  long 
stretch  of  time. 

School  buildings  are  like  your  homes — if  they  are 
not  kept  up,  the  deterioration  is  much  more  rapid  than 
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if  they  were  given  reasonably  good  care.  Palmer  must 
spend,  over  the  next  five  years,  over  $10,000,  or  better 
a  year.  We  sometimes  wonder  if  parents  would  house 
their  children  in  homes  with  conditions  as  poor  as  they 
are  in  some  of  our  schools.  Eyesight  is  too  precious  to 
be  injured  needlessly.  It  costs  money,  but  the  money  will 
be  well  expended.  Your  child  is  your  most  precious  pos- 
session. Sometimes  when  the  schools  ask  for  money,  this 
is  lost  sight  of. 

The  Quabaug  School  Parent-Teacher  Association  has 
put  on  a  very  fine  soup  program.  This  is  a  matter  which 
we  took  up  with  the  Federal  School  Lunch  Program  sev- 
eral times  and  they  advised  against  our  attempting  to 
do  anything  because  we  had  no  accommodations  for  a 
lunch  program.  There  is  no  hot  water,  no  sink,  no  range, 
no  room  large  enough  for  the  accommodation  of  the  pu- 
pils. The  school  has  some  220  pupils;  140  of  them  come 
from  outlying  districts  and  spend  their  lunch  hour  at 
the  school.  Some  of  the  lunches  brought  by  these  child- 
ren would  make  your  heart  sick.  They  need  something 
warm,  from  November  1st  through  April  1st.  The  Parent- 
Teacher  Association  has  taken  this  on  and  are  doing  a 
mighty  fine  job.  They  get  federal  subsidy  of  three-cents 
on  their  soup.  Their  soup  is  not  a  clear  soup;  it  is  one 
containing  vegetables,  meat,  fish,  etc. 

The  Thorndike  and  Three  Rivers  Parent-Teacher  As- 
sociations are  also  doing  a  good  job.  Both  associations 
staged  a  real  Christmas  party.  Thorndike  held  theirs  in 
the  St.  Joseph's  Hall;  Three  Rivers  held  theirs  in  the 
school  building. 

Each  Parent-Teacher  Association,  in  proportion  to 
size  and  financial  standing,  has  done  a  really  good  job. 
They  are  a  real  addition  to  the  work  of  the  schools.  Their 
attitude  has  been  excellent.  They  have  not  made  the  mis- 
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take  that  some  Parent-Teacher  Associations  have  made, 
in  years  gone  by,  in  thinking  they  were  a  clearing  house 
for  all  the  difficulties  which  arise;  that  they  should  as- 
sume any  of  the  prerogatives  of  the  School  Committee. 
We  know  that,  when  they  learn  more  and  more,  some  of 
which  they  have  already  learned,  about  the  work  that  is 
being  done  in  the  schools  in  the  way  of  teaching,  health 
examinations,  safety  instructions,  etc.,  they  will  have  a 
much  greater  appreciation  of  the  schools  and  will  be 
anxious  and  willing  to  do  as  much  as  they  can  to  make 
conditions  for  pupils  and  teachers  as  good  as  possible. 

SCHOOL  SUPPORT 

The  cost  of  operating  the  schools  has  greatly  in- 
creased for  the  very  same  reasons  that  your  business  and 
household  expenses  have  increased.  The  schools  have  to 
buy  in  the  same  market,  both  for  labor  and  materials, 
as  you  do.  They  have  to  pay  current  prices. 

Last  year,  I  gave  you  a  somewhat  lengthy  dissera- 
tion  upon  the  fact  that  the  present  method  of  raising 
money  for  the  support  of  the  public  schools  was  wrong, 
antiquated,  and  archaic.  Real  estate  cannot,  and  should 
not  bear  the  entire  burden.  There  are  other  means  of 
taxation  which  should  be  used.  "Like  it  or  lump  it",  the 
day  has  come  when  there  must  be  more  support  from  the 
State,  and  even  from  the  Federal  Government.  This 
should  be  granted  upon  the  basis  that  the  local  autonomy 
shall  not  be  disturbed.  In  brief,  though  money  is  fur- 
nished by  the  State  and  Federal  Government,  the  con- 
trol of  the  schools  shall  still  be  in  the  hands  of  the 
local  city  or  town.  The  great  fear  of  subsidization  is  al- 
ways that  the  State  or  Nation  will  step  in  and  tell  you 
when,  how,  and  what  to  do.  This  need  not  occur  and  will 
not  occur. 
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Rather  than  say  anything  personally,  we  will  include 
some  material  furnished  by  Mr.  Pitkin,  Director  of  Re- 
search for  the  Massachusetts  Teachers  Federation,  on 
"Adequate  State  Aid".  Mr.  Pitkin  is  an  expert  in  his  line. 
We  quote  from  him: — ''State  aid  for  the  support  of 
schools  in  Massachusetts  now  amounts  to  only  about 
$6,000,000.  This  is  about  8%  of  the  total  cost  of  the 
schools.  Massachusetts  ranks  about  fifth  from  the  bot- 
tom of  the  forty-eight  states  in  that  respect.  State  aid 
for  the  support  of  schools  in  Deleware,  Washington,  New 
Mexico,  California,  and  Michigan  averages  about  $3,150 
per  classroom.  In  this  state  it  is  about  $270  per  class- 
room. 

"In  this  state  the  average  per-capita  income  for  1944 
was  $1,2C0.  This  gave  our  state  a  rank  of  eleventh  from 
the  top  of  all  the  states  in  per-capita  income.  This  in- 
dicates that  Massachusetts  stands  high  among  the  states 
in  its  ability  to  support  public  education." 

"We  Are  Low  In  Effort" 

"The  relative  effort  that  a  state  makes  to  support 
education  may  be  measured  by  the  proportion  of  the  in- 
come of  its  people  that  is  expended  for  the  support  of 
tLchools.  For  1944  in  Massachusetts  the  current  expen- 
diture for  the  support  of  public  elementary  and  high 
schools  was  only  1.55%  of  the  total  income  of  its  people. 
In  that  respect  Massachusetts  stood  twenty-seventh  from 
the  top  of  the  forty-eight  states.  It  is  one  of  the  wealth- 
iest states,  but  the  effort  it  has  put  forth  to  give  ade- 
quate support  to  its  public  schools  is  far  below  the  aver- 
age. 

"The  statute  providing  the  present  §6,000,000  pro- 
gram of  state  aid  was  adopted  in  1919.  It  is  complicated 
and  outmoded.   The  formula  for  calculating  the  quota 
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for  any  town  is  about  one  page  of  fine  print.  Since  1919 
study  and  research  have  developed  simpler  and  much 
better  methods  for  prorating  state  aid  among  the  towns 
and  cities.  These  methods  result  in  towns  and  cities  se- 
curing aid  much  more  in  proportion  to  their  respective 
needs.  In  Massachusetts  now  there  is  too  little  correlation 
between  the  amount  of  state  aid  that  a  town  receives  and 
the  amount  the  town  needs  to  receive.  Some  wealthy 
towns  receive  more  aid  per  pupil  than  some  poor  towns. 
For  instance,  in  1945  Springfield,  a  relatively  wealthy 
city,  received  about  $12  per  pupil  state  aid  while  Revere, 
a  relatively  poor  city,  received  about  $9  per  pupil." 

^'$28,500,000  Our  Goal" 

''Our  own  Committee  on  State  Aid  this  fall  prepared 
a  legislative  bill  to  increase  state  aid  for  the  support  of 
schools  from  the  present  amount  of  about  $6,000,000  to 
about  $28,500,000.  This  bill  has  been  filed  for  the  1948 
session  of  legislature  by  Senator  Ralph  C.  Mahar,  chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Education  in  the  Senate. 

"This  bill  proposes  a  simple  method  "of  calculating 
the  aid  that  each  town  and  city  receives.  The  amount  of 
such  grant  for  each  town  and  city  will  be  the  amount 
by  which  $125  per  pupil  (net  average  membership)  ex- 
ceeds $6  per  $1,000  of  the  equalized  valuation.  The  equal- 
ized valuation  for  each  town  and  city  was  determined  by 
the  legislature  in  1945  for  a  five-year  period.  It  averages 
about  10%  more  than  the  assessed  valuation,  but  is  even 
less  in  some  cases  and  25%  more  in  some  cases." 

"Using  the  Formula" 

"Using  the  fiscally  poor  town  of  Bridgewater,  the 
quota  of  state  aid  under  this  bill  would  be  calculated  as 
follows :

'The  educational  need  or  load  of  a  town  is  measured 
by  the  number  of  pupils.  The  ability  of  a  town  to  meet 
that  need  or  to  carry  that  load  is  measured  by  the  equal- 
ized valuation  of  the  town.  Bridgewater's  load  is  1,022 
pupils.  The  equalized  valuation  of  $7,349,734  represents 
the  town's  ability  to  finance  the  education  of  those  pu- 
pils. Hence,  the  formula,  by  using  the  number  of  pupils 
and  the  equalized  valuation,  is  based  on  the  need  and  fis- 
cal ability  of  the  respective  towns  and  cities. 

'*If  a  town  has  a  tax  of  $6  per  $1,000,  that  represents 
a  certain  amount  of  fiscal  effort  on  the  part  of  its  tax- 
payers. A  $10-per-$l,000  tax  would  be  a  greater  effort 
and  a  $4-per-$l,000  tax  would  be  a  lesser  efforts.  A 
$6-per-$l,000  tax  in  all  towns  would  mean  an  approxi- 
mately equal  effort  in  those  towns  to  raise  money.  The 
formula  therefore  provides  that  after  all  towns  and  cities 
have  made  the  equal  effort  of  raising  $6  per  $1,000,  they 
will  each  have  at  least  $125  per  pupil  for  the  support  of 
their  schools." 
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''Equalizes  Burden  and  Opportunity" 

"As  indicated  above,  the  effect  of  the  bill  would 
really  be  to  guarantee  to  rich  and  poor  towns  alike  that 
after  locally  raising  $6  per  $1,000  of  the  equalized  val- 
uation for  schools,  the  state  would  grant  enough  aid  to 
provide  a  minimum  total  of  $125  per  pupil  in  every  town 
and  city.  This  would  tend  to  equalize  the  burden  of  sup- 
porting the  schools  and  the  educational  opportunities  of 
the  children  in  the  poorer  towns  with  those  of  the  richer 
towns.  The  formula  is  therefore  called  an  equalizing  for- 
mula. However,  most  towns  will  continue  to  raise  more 
than  $6  per  $1,000  for  schools  so  as  to  spend  much  more 
than  this  tninimum  $125  per  pupil. 

"For  the  average  town  or  city,  this  bill  would  in- 
crease the  state  aid  for  schools  by  about  $1,000  per  class- 
room. Each  school  committee  would  then  have  to  decide 
how  much,  if  any,  of  this  aid  it  would  recomimend  be 
used  for  reducing  the  local  school  taxes  and  how  much 
of  it  would  be  used  to  improve  salaries  and  schools.  This 
state  aid  could  not  be  used  for  new  buildings  and  equip- 
ment. This  increased  aid  would  enable  school  committees 
to  adopt  quite  satisfactory  salary  schedules  and  to  re- 
duce class  sizes." 

"Where  to  Get  $28,500,00" 

"Most  of  the  present  $6,000,000  state  aid  for  schools 
comes  from  the  receipts  of  the  state  income  tax.  This 
bill  proposes  to  continue  using  that  $6,000,000  from  in- 
come taxes.  No  new  taxes  are  included  in  the  bill.  The 
remaining  $22,500,000  would  be  paid  out  of  the  general 
revenue  of  the  state.  Michigan  grants  $44,500,000  state 
aid  for  schools  from  its  general  revenue.  Missouri 
$28,000,000,  Iowa  $13,000,000,  New  York,  $138,000,000 
and  Pennsylvania  $60,000,000.  Fourteen  other  states  pro- 
vide state  aid  for  schools  from  the  general  revenue.  Mass- 
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achusetts  itself  is  now  distributing  annually  about 
$2,000,000  state  aid  for  vocational  schools  from  the  gen- 
eral revenue  of  the  state.  Hence,  we  have  a  precedent 
right  here  in  our  own  state. 

**0f  course,  the  state  will  have  to  increase  its  gen- 
eral revenue  according  with  whatever  new  taxes  the  leg- 
islature would  choose.  These  new  taxes  would  not  be  de- 
finitely linked  with  or  earmarked  for  state  aid  for  schools. 
They  would  go  into  the  state  treasury  and  become  part 
of  the  general  revenues  of  the  state." 

CONCLUSION 

This  report  is  not  lengthy.  I  have  presented  a  few 
matters  which  I  thought  you  should  know,  especially 
the  type  of  effort  that  is  being  made  to  secure  additional 
State  Aid.  This  eventually  will  come  in  spite  of  any  op- 
position. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  aid  and 
forbearance  of  the  School  Committee,  citizens,  parents, 
teachers,  pupils,  and  Parent-Teacher  Associations.  All 
have  been  most  understanding,  patient,  and  helpful. 

We  assure  you  that  the  schools  are  doing  a  reason- 
ably good  and  efficient  job.

bers of  the  Planning  Board,  all  for  the  term  of  one 
year ;  1  Member  of  the  Planning  Board,  for  the  term  of 
two  years:  Town  Clerk,  1  Member  of  the  Board  of 
Health,  1  Member  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  1 
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Assessor,  1  Cemetery  Commissioner,  1  Member  of  the 
Planning  Board  and  2  Members  of  the  School  Commit- 
tee, all  for  the  term  of  three  years ;  1  Member  of  the 
Planning  Board,  for  the  term  of  four  years ;  and  1  Mem- 
ber of  the  Planning  Board,  for  the  tenn  of  five  years.
